Other Insects Will Aid 
Farmers In Ridding 
Fields Of Pests 


Despite* the leaf worm and all hia 
destruction, despite the waiting me­ 
nace of the boll weevil, and In spite 
of a late spring, drouths on the one 
hand and too much rain on the other, 
District Farm Agent J. T. High, who 
was in the Twin Cities today, on his 
way to Hartaelle for a conference with 
County Agent J. C. Ford, is confident 
North Alab; ma will have a good cot­ 
ton crop. 
Mr. High holds out one hope for the 
destruction of the present great pest, 
the leaf worm, dot entertained here 
previous to the visit of the farm ex­ 
pert, He says ‘natural enemies of the 
cottoi'M N r fcpliu are apt to bring 
him to an untimely death.** 
Á certain parasite, ants, quail and 
other friends of human progress are* 
at work on the problem of ridding 
the fields of the leaí worm. 
“We have had natural causes to oper 
ate successfully against farm pests, 
in the past, and I am hoping and pray­ 
ing the same thing will occur again,” 
•aid Mr. High. “I am afraid the poi­ 
sons we are using will kill some 
of 
our quail. It has killed chickens,” add­ 
ed the farm agent. 
Mr. High said the 
*VMston leaf worm” is the right cog­ 
nomen for our present pest. He said 
it was 'species of the ‘army worm.’ ” 
At Hughes and Tidwell's store on 
Moulton street, Mr. High 
examined 
numbers of cotton leaves, as stored by 
Herbert Hughes, where the leaf worm 
had rgtired after a week of feasting to 
transform himself into a fly or moth. 
The moths seen were-due to fly in a 
short -time, was Mr. High’s verdict. 
He said that the new fly would be­ 
come a cotton leaf worm, through the 
eggs it would lay, and that after the 
eggs were laid the fly passed away. At 
no time in history, so far as known 
to Mr. High has the appearance of 
the leaf worm been so general, and 
hence so destructive. 
Herbert Hughes, who 
visits 
his 
fields and those of others daily de­ 
clared that in Morgan County alone 
1,600 to 2,000 bales of cotton were al­ 
ready destroyed by the leaf worm. 
“Oh,” exclaimed Mr. Hughes “if 
we had sat by and done nothing all 
cotton in this section would have been 
destroyed,” And in this opinion Mr. 
High concurred. Mr. High was elo­ 
quent in his praise of the spirit of 
cooperation that reigned throughout 
the entire cotton belt at this time, as 
between the fanners, bankers, mer­ 
chants and business men generally. 
Mr. High praised the railroad men es­ 
pecially for their cooperation in carry­ 
ing calcium arsenate on all trains at 
all times.

MINNEAPOLIS,— Cultivation 
of 
peat lands in Minnesota through the 
medium of caterpillar tractors, an in­ 
novation in reclaiming these 
acres 
which for years were believed unfit 
for agriculture of any kind, has prov­ 
ed decidedly feasible, 
according 
to 
Prof. W. E. Peterson, of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, University 
of 
Minnesota, who has led a group of ex- 
permenters hi this work. 
The development of peat lands, also 
promises to be no small matter, he 
safd, as it has been éá|fcrdifely rttown 
that properly drained, cultivated attd 
fertilized, ptat lands will yield most 
abundant crops of tubers, roots and 
virtually ail forge crops. 
In explaining the features , which 
makes possible the use of the cater­ 
pillar tractor Lin cultivating this sort 
of land, Prof. Peterson 
pointed 
out 
that because of the looseness of the 
peat soil, li is almost impossible to 
use horsey or tractors with ordinary 
width of wheels. 
In the 
caterpillar 
tractor the broader surface wheels en­ 
able the farmer to plow in a manner 
which leaves good furrovls. The great 
power of the caterpillar tractor does a 
good job of making the furrow slice 
about 20 inches in width and ten in­ 
ches in dppth, something a low horse­ 
power or light machine coul<T not do.
